Son, to agree to your defire of 
caking a Voyage into the Eaft- 
Indies,and to be abſenttor ſome 
Years. 1 did fo little expe ſuch a Pro- 
poſal from yon, that it wholly-ſurprized 
me, and] had ſeveral Reafonsperſuading 
me you could not be capable of 'making 
a Reſolution- of this nature. * So many 
things ought to concur thereto, that at 
firſt -Thonghts 1: imagined, that either 
the Youthfal and Ardent Deſires (inhe- 
rent 11 thoſe of your Age\) of travelling 
tnto Foreign Countries, had made you 
take up this Reſolution ;" or that it was 
pcthaps only to try that Paternal Aﬀe-

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tion which has ever been towards you 
moſt indulgent. Whatever it be, it is 
convenient that 'I pur you in mind how 
{ have acted all along in this Afﬀair, and 

' you ought to approve of my Procecdings. 
You know that while I endeavoured to 
difluade you from this Deſign, I did not 
onely make. you recall ro mind all thoſe 
fweet and pleaſant hours you have ſpent

Divine Right, yet I can ſay I never took 
ſuch advantage over you by this Right, 
as to uſe it in it's utmoſt Rigour : Of 
this I have given you more than one

ſed, I always allayed the heat of thoſe 
Proyocations, cauſed through your In- 
diſcretion, with the Fondnels of a tender 
Father. You know I have Contratted

vou, are the Effects of my Inclination 
and Daty, Þ have inverted that order 
which Reaſon requires : I ſhould rather 
have faid., theſe EffeAs proceeded from 
my Duty and Inclination, and {o bavc 
preferred Duty before Inchnation, becauſe 
the firſt is governed by Reaſon, whercas- 
the /atter is but an Incitement of Nature, 
who is not ſeldom blinded by thoſe ten- 
der Impultes which Proximity of Blood 
inſpires. But I was overcome by a Weak- 
nels, common to moſt Fathers, which I 
do not ſtick to confeſs, to the intent you 
may be perſwaded, that in this following 
Diſcourle I rather tell into a great Indul- 
gence, than that I maintained a Severity 
too Auſtere. 

"Tis allo not without ſome Myſtery, 
my Son, that in wiſhing you the Bleſſings 
of God, Þ would have them applied to 
your Sou7, your Perſon, and your Attions, 
The order of theſe Words 1s one of the 
Duries whereon I-ſhall give you ſome In- 
ſtruQions, which I enjoyn you to obſerve 
and pra&tice. I divide it into three parts, 
Spiritual, Perſonal, and Civil Duties: the 
firſt ſhallteach you your Dnty to God; the 


ſecond, your Duty to your ſetf; and _- 
aſt 


to his Yon: ” 
laſt ſhall inſtru you in your Daty toyour 
Neighbour. It I ſhould go about to treat 
of this Matter to an extent as great as 1t's 
Importance, I ought, inſtead of a few 
Pages I. intend for you, to write ſeveral 
Volumes: but this being wide of my 
Deſign, as alſo far above my Abilities, I 
ſhall reſt ſatisfied in being as conciſe as 
this matter can polhibly allow. God grant 
through his Grace, that I may be 1nſpi- 
red with Arguments, both fo clear and 
firong, as to equalize the greatneſs of my 
Enterprizez and that through his Good- 
neſs, he may encline you to put them in 


Practice for his Glory, for your Salvati- 


on, for my Satisfation, and for your 
Profit and Adyancement. 


Of Spiritual Duties. 


OU learned in your Childhood, 

my Son, that God created you to- 
know him, and to ſerve him. Theſe two 
Obligations which bind you from your 
Birth, have Relation to the two chief Fa- 
culties of the Soul. The Knowledee of God 
belongs to the Underſtanding, and the

And why cannot we often turn our Hearts 
to God, though in the midſt of our moſt 
important Aﬀairs, and in walking, whe- 
ther it be in the City, or inthe Country? 
To do thus, is to pray to him. The 


| Heart of Man is a moving Cloſet, a Placs 


of Retirement ; a holy Solitude, where 
we may enter every Moment, and from 
thence fend ſuch fervent (though ſhorr ) 
Ejaculations as ſhall penetrate Heaven, 
and be more acceptable to God, than thoſe 
long Prayers which too oftcn' want At 


tention. - 
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tention. Theſe Ejaculations are without 
doubt what the Evangeliſt means, when 
he exhorts us-to pray atways. - And why; 
my $on,. ſhould you not obferye this good |, 
Cuſtom, of praying to God, and praiſing © 
him in» your Bed, whenſoever you happen 
to. awake, {ince Prayer is ſo much the 
principal part of Divine Worſhip,that-the 
Scripture comprehends thezeby all Religt- 
ous-Duries. 

This, my Sdn, . is:the chiefeſt of what 
I bad to fay. to you-concerning Prayer in 
particular : But take notice you: cannot 
pray to. God without putting your Truft 
in him, neither can'you pur your. truſt 
in God: without-loving him. Love him 
then if you expet his Love. Fear bim 
if you deſire to be wiſe; for the Fear of the 


Lord is the beginning of Wiſdom. 'T his fear; -/ j 


as Solomon (aid. 1s. to hate and ayoid all / 


_ evil, and conſequently to.do good. I 


you fear-God, you will love him; andit- 
you love: him, you will keep-his Coms 
mandements> my Son,you know all thoſe 
Commandements;-let nothing then be 
an Obſtacle to your Praftice of them. _ 

God isa Spirir,and theTruth,and he will. 
be worſhipped in Spirit arg T ruth: _ 
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Religion, wherein( through his goodneſs) 
you was born, for the full and perfe&t 
Knowledge whereof, I have throughly 
cultivated your Underſtanding ; I his, 
I fay, is the only natural Worſhip which 
he requires, Adhere to this W otſhip, and 
you will find it more advantageousto you, 


than the Star was tothoſe Shepherds whom 
it guided to Bethiehem ; for that only led. 


them to JESUS CHRIST in his loweſt E- 
ſtate, whereas this Worſhip ſhall conduct 
youto him in hisGlory. I his Divine Savi- 


our ofthe World, ſpeaking of himſelfto St. 
Thomas, faid, T am the Way, the Truth, and 


the Life. And *tis the only way through 
which we muſt go- to the Father. Stray 
not from it, my Sor, whatſoever may be- 
fall you: For inſtead of Springs which you 
* will find in this Way, flowing with living 


Water, every where out of it you ſhall 
meer with puddles of Warer both impure 
and loathſome. You cannot go out of 


this Path wherein you have entred with- 
out departing from God, and conlequent- 
ly from all thoſe joys whereot: he 1s the 
Center, Ler neither Wealth, Honour, nor 
Pleaſure lead you aſide ; and though you 
ſuffer the moſt rigorous Perſecutions, = 
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be not diſheartned. Eſteem it as a great 
Honour to. bear the Croſs after your $4- 
viour; it would be an honourable Re- 
proach to-you, to-have your Body mark- 
ed and bruiſed forthe ſake of Chriſt. I his 
is the way, through which all the Martyrs 
have paſſed, to enter into thoſe heavenly 
Joys. It God ſhould call you to ſuch 
Proofs, turn not away, for the /eaff Thorn 
falling from our $4viour's Crown upon 
your Head, will affix thereto a Crown of 
Glory : It therefore you happen to ſuffer 
for Chriſfts ſake, be not aſhamed, but ra- 
ther praile and glorifie God for it.  .. 
Sickneſs, Loſs of Perſons- deat to us,

number more of unwelcome Accidents, 
compoſe generally the Series of our Lite. 
My Son ,.'do not think you can ayoid 
them. The AMiCtions of this World are 
molt certain Charaters of the Children 
of God, wherewich he corre&s thoſe he 
loves, as a Father uſeth a rod to chaſtiſe 
the.

"Tistrue the Fleſh rakesno delight in being 
chaſtiſed, neither are we - to hearken to- 
Fleſhly Sentiments when we would pur it 
practice what is neceſſary to out Salyati- 
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on. If it is: God's good Pleaſure you ſhould 
undergo AfiCtions, of what :nature, or 
how :ſharp foeyver, murmur not: Take 
heed when you ſuffer, it be not deſerved- 
ty : And 'remember in your ſufferings, 
though exceeding great, that they can- 
not be equal tothe Gtory, which will be 
your reward: hereafter. 


immediately pals away ) will produce in 
your Mind the Brightneſs- of that tran!» 
cendent Glory. Moral Philoſophy tcach- 
eth us, that Vices of all ſorts ſpring from 
Paſſions diforderd, whereas from regu- 
lated: Paſhons do- proceed : all Vertnes ; 
And Chriſtian Divinity doth verifie by 
experience , that afflictions, which in 
Reprobates occaſion nothing bur Deſpair; 
are to the Faithful ſo many inexhauſtible 
Fountains of-Joy. 

The Rods which God makes uſe of to 
puniſh the Wicked, are like that of Mv- 
ſes, which turned into a Serpent ; and 
thoſe wherewith he chaſtiſeth his Chil- 
dren,have a reſemblance to that of 4aror, 
which brought forth Flowers and Fruit.

Theſe afMitions 
(which if. the right ute be made of them 
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| to a Yon. 21 
adore the ſecrer Vertue:in. them, and, e- 
ven:in the. moſt Seyere Chaſtiſements,ac- 
knowledge his Divine-Goodneſs in rai- 
ſing.you out of that heavy Sleep wherein 
Sin may have-caſt you. If they are more 


ſharp:than*Fleſh could wiſh for, believe - 


that it is for your good to be thus afflicted 
for alitcle time,that the trial of your Faith 
being much more precious than of Gold that 
periſheth, tho it be tried with Fire, might 
be found unto Praiſe, ' and Honour, andGth- 
ry, at the appearing of JESUS CHRIST. 
My Son, you ought to haye obſerved, 
thac I have reduced. under four Heads 
all the Duties of a Spiritual Life; viz : 
Reading the Word of God with Attention ;; 
frequent and ardent Prayers; a conflant 
Perſeverence in the Faith; and a perfett 
and entire Reſignation to the'Will of God, 
tho he expole you to be tried by the 
moſt bitter Calamities. If you had ſtill 
remained with me, I ſhould have given 
you theſe very Inſtructions, the two firft 
whereof I have bin very careful in ma- 
king you prad&tice as ſoon as your Ape 
would permit it : Therefore I could not 
but think them . more neceſlary to'you 
when you are from me, and chiefly in 
| a Coun- 
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22 Advice of a Father 
a Conntry, where, far from having rhe 
Comfort of a publick' Exerciſe of your 
Religion, you will ſcarce ever ſee an 
Example of the leaſt Picty ; which ought 
the rather to oblige you to praftiſe moſt 
exactly the Advice I have now given 
you. T1 do exhort you to it by the Bowels 
of Mercy of our Lord and Saviour ; 1 
require it of you by the Care you ought 
to have of your Salvation; and I do en- 
treat you to do it by that Complailance 
which I have reaſon to expect from your 
Gratitude. If you follow this Counſel, 
ou will render to God what is due-to 
im, you will accompliſh the demands 
of. your Father ;. and thereby you ma 
diſcharge that Duty: you owe to your ſet; 
wherein 1 ſhall inſtru& you in the ſecond 
Diſcourie, ' which, according to the me- 
— I preſcribed , muſt treat of Per/ona/ 
ties. 


Of Perſonal Duties, 


Have been more conciſe in; the firſt 
Part, which treats of your Duty to- 
wards,God, than 1 ſhall be in this, which 
concerns your Duty to your ſeff, or in the 
NCXT 
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next following, which comprehends your 


Duty. to your Neighbour : and 'ris no hard 


matter to juſtifie nay Proceedings in this 
Point : I have followed the Example of 
God himſelf; for, of the Ten Command- 
ments, whereof his Law is compoſed, there 
are. but four which have immediate Re- 
gard to his Service, whereas there are ſix 
to guide us in.our Duty towards our Neigh- 
bour. There is no Nation ſo ignorant or 
brutiſh but believeth in ſome God, and at 
the ſame timeprepares a form of Worſhip 
whereby to ſhew theix Qbedjence; {o true 
it is thag the Belict of a, God doth wmaply 
a Dury of ſerving him not to be diſpenſed 
with: and this is ſo abſphately neceſſary, 
that altho ſome Men might be ſo irre- 
ligious as. not to acknowledge: it, they 
muſt neyertheleſs be convinced of'it in - 
their Conſcience.. Your Mind, xy Sor, 
is repleniſhed, wich this: Knowledge, let it 
then paſs from thence: into- your Will; 
and with thoſe. Lights, wherewith it hath 
pleaſed God to enlighten youxg Under- 
{tanding, reifie whatſoever is amils. in 
your AﬀeCtions. Diſcharge yqur {elt of 
the Duties that axe inſeparably joyned to 
your Knowledge of Gog; that is, to. fear, 


ro 
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"to ve, and to ſerve him. Ido not que- 
ſtion but you would have done-thisthoT . 
had noti'exhorted you to it ;, which will 
be a matter of great Comfort in my Sor- 
row for your Abſence. Upon this Belief 1 
abridg'd my Thoughts, and ſupprelled 
much of what1 could have ſaid upon this 
Subjett, which being ſo abundant, wou 14 
have renderd this Diſcourſe at leaſt as 
long as both thoſe which arc to follow. 
To begin with our ſecond Subject, 
which is, concerning your Duty to your 
Jeff, 1 think n'yery convenienttopur you 
in mind-of thatmoeral Dialogue which in 
your tender Years I made for your Inſtru- 
tions; wherein you may have remem- 
berd that I treated of Chriſtian Vertues, 
which are, Faith, Charity, and Hope; 
which three, guide us in our Duty to God: 
Faith 'makes vs' fubmit'to him! in af 
Things, Charity makes us cleave to him 
at 'afl Times; and Hope cartieth us to him 
to all- Eternity. You ought alſo to re-. 
member.xhat there are Moral Vertues ; 
viz : Prudence, Fortiude, Temperance, and 
Juftice : Thele are to teach us our Duty 
toour ſelves,as allo our Duty to our Neigh- 
bours. The firſt of theſe four ry 
ike 
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like a Salt to ſeaſon the other three : For- 
titude and Temperance have a relation to 
each individual Perſan ; and Fuftice '1s 
the Bonds of Humane Socicty, without 
which Men muſt live together like 
Wolves, not being capable of any Con- 
verſe for the Publick Good, which, next 
to the glorifying of God, ought to be our 
chief Aim : So that in this ſeeond Arti- 
cle of Inſtructions which, my Son, I do 
now lay down before you, I muſt ſpeak 
but of the rhree firſt Vertues ; Prudence, 
Temperance, and Fortitude. Prudence ought 
to be the Rule of your A#ims and Con + 
duft. Temperance will inſtru&t you how 
to govern your ſelf in Proſper ity, that you 
may not be poiſoned with 1r's delicious 
Pleaſures : And Fortitude will {o guide 
-. you, that you fhall not be overcome with 
the Bitterneſs of Adzerfity. I will reduce 
all I have to fay to you to as few words 
as I can (altho the Subject be very copious) 
that you may only receive the Pitch and 
Juyce of it, whereby you may be nou- 
riſhed without being overcharged. 


Man was born for Socierv, and I may 
ſay, without that Society Vertue would 
have 
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have no Followers, Man's Life would be 
unpleaſant, and in this World there 
would be-no Content. God, after he had 
created Man, ſaid it was not good that he 
ſhould be alone: Therefore through his 
extraordinary Goodnels, , he made him a 
Help meet for him, and formed a Perſon 
with whom he might live in Society. 
Now this Society is nothing elſe but a 
reciprocal Communication made . be- 
tween divers Perſons, who by murual 
Services to one another endeavour to ren- 
der their Lives as pleaſant as they can, 
and to avoid vexatious Cares and Sor- 
row. According to the Humor of the 
Perſons which make up this Socicty, it 
will be good or evil; for, as Solomon laith, 
He that waltketh with wiſe men ſhall be 
wiſe; but a Companion of Fools ſhall be 
deſtroyed. Evil Communication corrupts 
good Manners; therefore, my Son, you 
ought diligently to- take | heed in the 
choice of thoſe Perſons with whom you 
deſign to be acquainted. Hearken not to 
Nature herein, who ( following her In- 
clination to what is evil) might lead you 
into bad Company ; be rather attentive 


to true Piety, which will tell you, Enter 
| not 
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not into the Path of the Wicked, and go not 
in the way of evil Men: Conſult Prudence; 
and ſhe will teach you to choole your 
Friends, which is a thing of the higheſt 
conſequence ; becauſe we acquire gene- 
rally the Habits and Paſſions of thoſe 
whom we frequent : This was fo well 
known to our Fore-fathers, that they did ; 
not {cruple to paſs their Judgment npon 
any Man when they were once acquaint- 
ed with the Temper of his Companions ; 
according to this old Saying of theirs, 
Tell me what Company you keep and T will 
tell you what you are. Frequent then, 2y 
Son, as much as you are able, Perfons 
of Honour and Integrity, or at leaſt thoſe 
who are efteemed {uch; and out of this 
Company choole one of the moſt yertu- 
ous whom.,you muſt endeavour to make 
your particular Friend. Let not thisf1n- 
gle Expreſſion of one Friend (urpriſe you, 
for it is not ah caſte matter to obtain ma- 
ny true Friends ; nay, 1 take a true Friend 
to be a thing almoſt as rare in Humane 
Society, as the Philolophers Stone is in 
Chymiſtry- Several People have made 
it their buſineſs all their Life-time ro find 
a true Friend, and yet at laſt haye miſſed 
C.2 thetr 
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' their Aim. Uſe your utmoſt Endeavours 
to procure one; you will be happy it you 
can bring it to paſs: Do not ſpare Com- 
plaiſance, Reſpe&, or any Service, pro- 
vided you do not deſcend to what is low 
and infamous; which cannot be, 1f you 
chooſe a vertuous Perſon, as I have pre- 
, ſcribed you, to bind your ſelf with, in a 
' tender, ſincere, and ſtrit Friendſhip. 
Kindneſs muſt be repayed with Kindneſs : 
It you would be beloved, loye. Ir is 
molt certain, that a Correſpondence of 
- Humours contributes extremely to our 
being beloved; therefore it you deſire 
the Friendſhip of a Man of Honour and 
.Vertue, imitate his Vertue and that will 
facilitate your Deſire. When you haye 
acquired this Friendſhip, be carctul to 
avoid whatſoever may occaſion the loſs 
of it. Be before hand with him 1f you 
can, in Services, and in kind Reſpects 
rowards him : It you haye convincing 
Proofs that he hath given you his Heartr, 
and 1 you have likewiſe yielded yours 
up to him, with-hold not your Purſe 
from him in his Neccflity. If unhappily 
your Friendſhip upon any occaſion ſhould 


wax cold, and that out of Prudence you 
muſt 
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muſt part with him, let it not be a ſ{ud- 
den Rupture ,- but retire by degrees. 
There is ſcarce any thing (o jult and fre- 
quent an Obſtacle ro the procuring or 
preſerving of Friendſhip, as Pride: "This 
Sin was the cauſe that the firſt Angels were 
transferred from Heaven to Hel], and 
became the fir Devils. Take great care 
not to be tainted with it ; and it you cx- 
pett the Love of thoſe with whom you 
keep Company, be humble towards all. 
When Pride cometh then cometh Shame : but 
with the Lowly is Wiſdom, \aith the Wiſe 
Man : God ſcorneth the Scorners ; but he 
giveth Grace unto the Lowly. Every one 
that is proud in Heart is an Abomination to 
the Lord. The Proud have this misfortune 
to difpleale every Body but themlelves. 
'Tis impoſſible that a vain Man ſhould 
love to be blamed, and *tis almoſt as 
impoſlible for a Man to be a Reaſonable 
Creature while he hateth Reproof. $S0- 
lomon aſſures us of it, in ſaying, Whoſo bo- 
veth Inſtruttion loveth Knowledge : but he 
that hateth Reproof i brutiſh. Poverty and 
Shame ſhall be to him that refuſeth Inſtru- 
&jon; but he that regardeth Reproof ſhall 
be honoured. If you deſire to be reſpected 
C3 make 
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make your ſc]}f worthy of ReſpeQt; this 
mult be done not only by ſhunning Pride; 
avoid allo Covetonuſneſs, Gluttony, Shth, 
Uncleanneſs, Anger, and Envy; thele are 
| the Vices againſt which all the World 
| cries out, and which neyerthelels reign 
in all Parts of the World. In the ſame 
Order as they are mentioned I will lay 
$Z down their reſpective Reaſons which 
| |; ſhould provoke your Hatred of them. 
| /, Covetouſneſs is the Root of all Evil, and 
7 | as St. Paul (aid to Timothy, it cauſeth Men 
= to err from the Faith. It makes them fall 
| into Temptation, into the Snares of the 
Devil, and into feyeral inordinate and 
j unſatiable Deſires, which at length plunge 
[| them into the Abyſs of Damnation. Our 
F blefled Apoſtle did not reſt ſatisfied with 
this dreadful Deſcription, but in his Epi- 
{tle to the Colſrans calleth it Tdolatry ; 
becauſe it cannot poſſeſs any Heart with- 
out firſt expelling from thence all Fear of 
God, and ſetting up in the Room the 
Love of the World and of Riches. Take 
heed, and beware of Covetouſneſs, ſaid our 
Saviour Chriſt, in St. Luke; for a Man's. 
Life confilteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he poſſeſſeth. Covetouſneſe 
takes 
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takes all opportunities to heapup Riches ; 
and tho the means are moſt unlawtul, yer 
to her they; always ſcem commendable 
cnough : I ſay, her Defign is to lay up - 
Riches ;. for the covetons Man takes good 
heed not to make any x/e of them. He 
lives all his Lite-rime Poor, to: have the 
Satisfation of dying Rich'; and inſtead 
of making then a Cauſe of his Satvation, 
through his prudent management of 
them. and Contribution, they become 
through an ill uſe the Occafion of his Dam- 
Hatrion. 
Before I proceed to ſpeak of the other 
Vices, (whoſe Deformitics I purpoſe to 
diſcover. to you to ſtir up:your diſlike of 
them) I muſt put you in mind, that how 
great ſoeyer is Mans Inclination to Evil, 
yet he endeavours to hide that Vice to 
which he is inclined, under the Mask of 
ſome Vertne that has a reſemblance with 
it. This Example ſhall ſerve for all the 
reſt. , The Copetous, tho he be deeply en- 
gaged in that ſordid Paſſhon, cannot but 
acknowledge the Vileneſs of it,- yet in 
. himſelf he makes it paſs for an hone# 

Thriftineſs; this he firſt perſuades himſelf 
' | to belteye, and then his Neighbours. All 
C 4 that 
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that are much tainted with any Vice. fol- 
low the ſame Rule for their Juſtification : 
Ot this, my Sor, I haye given you no- 
tice, that you may avoid the falling in- 
to {o unreaſonable a Condutt; and that 
{o you may not be reduced to cover a vici- 
ous Tnclination with the Veil of what is tru- 
ly Vertuons. 

After having given you this Adyice, - 
(which I thought expedient to be done ) 
{ ſhall ſpeak of Gluttony, as it follows next 
in courſe after Covetouſne/ſs. TI hele two 
in their Means are ſomething contrary, 
bur their Efe#s do reſemble much. T he 
Covetous picks up all things to increate 
Riches that are pernicious to him ; and 
the Glatton lets all fly to procure thoſe 
Pleaſures which muſt be prejudicial to 
his Happineſs. The firſt, to content his 
raking Deſire, will abſtain from what 1s 
neceſſary ; and the other, to ſatisfic his 
Senſual Appetite, will not abſtain from 
what is ſuperfluous. One locks up his 


Reaſon in his Cheſt with his Gold and 


Silver; and rother: drowns it in Wine 


and Dainties. What can be: hoped from 
ſuch a Man > God ordained us to. cat 
that we might liye, and the Glutton ima- 
g1NCS 
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pines.that he lives only to cat ; whereot 

he is ſo fully perſuaded, that it is impol- 
ſible for him to apply himſelf with plea- 
ſure to any Duty which is requiſite in a - 
ciyil Society; nay, how can he do 1t 
with Pleaſure, he that knoweth no other 
Pleaſure than that of the Taſte, whole 
Kitchen is his Church, and who of his Belly 
makes his God. Avoid then this Sin, 
whoſe Eftetts are ſo pernicious ; and in 
following my Counſel you will obey the 
Command of the Holy Scripture, viz. 
Be not amongſt Wine-bibbers, amongſt rio- 
tous eaters of Fleſh : For the Drunkard and 
the Glutton ſhall come to Poverty, and drowſi- 
neſs ſhall clothe a Man wity Rags. The 
Spirit of God joyns Sleep with Gluttony, 
to ſhew us, that it is impothble to'be a 
Glutton without being /lothfurl. 'Fhe hea- 
vineſs of Meats communicates it ſelt to 
the Stomach, and the heavinels -of the: 
Stomach reacheth the very Brain : No 
wonder then that by theſe ſeveral hea- 
vineſſes the Soul becomes heavy, and leſs 
apt to perform the FunEions to which 
ſhe 1s deſigned. The $Slothful Perſon bas 
but juſt the Senſe and Mct'on of a Man; 
and of that he hath ſo lake, thar there 
C5 is 
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15 not much difference between him and 
a Statue. This never ſtirs but when he 
1s carried; and he neyer as without 
being ſpurred forwards. The flownels of 
all his Aftions both Spiritual and Cor- 
poreal, is a ſort of Lethargy both of Soul 
and Body, whereof he would not be cu- 
red tho it might be done, becauſe his 
delight is in a flothful Eaſe; and the 
thoughts of a moderate Labour, which 
1s a pleaſure to others, to-him 1s a tor- 
ment. St, Paul may cry out long enough 
to him, that he who will not work muſt not 
eat: there .muſt be ſomething more ri- 
gorous than the bare Exhortation of the 
Apoſtle; for Necelfity ir felf (tho a 
thing ſo prevailing) can ſcarce roule 


him out of that Idleneſs, whoſe ſweets 


are more ſ{enſtble ro him than all the 
Advantages that might accrue from an 
honeſt Employment. He doth not a& 
with: more Zeal for his Intereſt in Hea- 
yen than for that upon. Earth ; whereby 
you may. judge, that it he is 7ot 4 good 
Citizen, he 1s as il! a Chriſtian ; and you 
may believe that as the Glutton: has not 
raade Temperance a guide to his Actions, 


& neither has the Sizggard conſulted 


Forti- 
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Fortitude-to govern his. One of the chief 
Monves of your Voyage ( as you pro- 
reſted ro me ) was, that you might 1n- 
creaſe your Fortune through your own 
means z but you ſee $/2th cannot con- 
tribute to a Deſign ſo honeſt and -rea- 
ſonable. He becometh poor that deateth 
with a ſlack Hand; but the hand of the 
Diligent maketh rich. It you would have 
me believe your Intentions to be f1n- 
cere, be diligent ; and therefore in the 
firſt place, do your utmoſt endeavours 
to maſter that great ſweetneſs and plea- 
{ure which you find in Sleep. Never ſtay 
to be importyned to. follow your Em- 
ployment; yet if you muſt be called up- 
on, let it be done by your own Honour, 
which leading you every Morning to- 
your Buſineſs, may alſo keep you to it 
che greateſt part of the Day, with an af(- 
f1duity worthy of Praiſe. You need not 
wonder, my Sor, that I do encounter {o 
obftinately rhis Sin of Sloth with all the 
Arms that the Kindneſs I bear to you can 
lend me: I am incited thereto not only 
by that Reaſon I have already told you; 
but alſo becaule it is the Path to another 
deadly Sin, whereto we are naturally ye- 
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ry much enclined ; to wit, Uncleannef,, 
the moſt foul of any Sin, which changeth 
our Bodies that ought to be the Temples of 
the Holy Gho#t into ſtinking Jakes. I will 
deſcribe it to you in few Words, not to 
keep you long upon the con{ideration of 
what is {o loathlom, the Name whereof 
St. Pair] would not have to be pronoun- 
ced among Chriſtians, and which he 
terms the blackeſt of Sins, becauſe, ſaith 
he, every Stm which a Man doth is without 
the Body; but he that committeth Fornica- 
tzon finneth again his own Body. 

T would- have you obſerve, my Sor, 
that from thefe two laſt Vices Unclean- 
eſs proceeds, as I intimatcd to you above: 
'T is begot by Gluttony, and hatched by 
1dleneſs. It will not ſeem ſtrange to you 
that ſuch evil Parents engender {o wicked 
a Child. Ir has it's Inclination from rhe 
Authors of its Birth, and even improves 
their noxious Qualities ; for this Vice alone 
procutes us more milchiet than both the 
others together. Jn Glittony and Sloth, 
our Bodies {uffer before our Minds; bur 
Uncleanneſs (eiſes and prevails upon our 
Minds before it {ſubdues our Bodies; and 
having made 1t {clt Maſter of that which 

was 
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was given for our Guide, it hurrieth us 
along.to diſhoneſt, and ſhameful Defares, 


by a Tyranny both abſolute and inevita- 


ble, altho in the fulfilling of thoſeDeſires 
we meet our utter DeſtruCtion. T his Ene- 
my is ſo much the more dangerous, ſec- 
ing that. the means wherewith it uſeth to 
deltrov us are Pleaſure and Delight 
which lead us aſide from Vertue, an 
ftrangle us in their Embraces. By their 
Cunning they ſeduce us ;. they charm us 
with their Complaiſance ; and {o ſtraight- 
ly engage us to them, that of our ſelves 
tis impothble we ſhould break the Chains 
wherewith they faſten us. 'T hey are fo 
many Dal:/a's who lull us- afleep, that 
they may firſt deprive us of our Strength, 
' and then tumble us into-the bottomleſs 
Pit of all Vices. They draw us and en- 
tice us to our everlaſting Ruin, it. we do 
not prevent them. by a ſerious Repen- 
tance, which it too. late, might be in 
vain. Shun: then ſuch Guides. under 
whoſe Conduct the Event will be ſo un- 
happy. Fly from them with more ſpeed 
than you would from Robbers on the 
High-way ; for theſe will be contented 
with your Money and Chthes, but the 
others 
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others aim dire&ly at your Soul and Bo- 
dy. My Son, you may obſerve theſe Di- 
rections with much more caſe, 1t you do 
but conſider, that all Pleaſures taking 
adyantage of our weaknels, faſten us ro 
them with a promile of the ſweeteſt Saris- 
fattions, which at laſt proye to be bur 
bitter Sorrows. In this they are like La- 
ban, who perceiving Facob's AﬀeCion, 
engaged him to ſerve ſeven Years for 
beautiful Rachel, and when that term 
was expired gave him only i/l-favoured 
Leah. Theſe Dire&tions, I ſay, you may 
more eaſily follow, if you will diligently 
obſerve how filthy, baſe, and infamous 
are theſe very Pleafures which our Ur- 
cleannefs makes ule of to ſeduce us ; how 
ſoon they paſs away ; what Miſchiets at- 
tend them ; and laſtly. the Pains we muſt 
undergo to a/l Eternity, for thoſe Plea- 
ſures that laſted but one Hour, or perhaps 
but one Moment. Temperance will make 
you avoid theſe Dangers, it you take its: 
Advice, and after that it has demonſtra- 
red to you that whilſt they command you 


they are tull of danger; it will make you 


allo confeſs that they are innocent and 
harmleſs when yort cau command them, and: 
purge 
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purge them. from the Venom they con- 
tracted with the Impurity ef their Birth; 
| for having taken away all the Means 
whereby they might be hurtful to uns, 
we may make them to be ſcrviceable 
againſt rheir own Nature, to our honeſt 
and Jawtul Recreations. 


There remains yet behind, my Sor, 


the two Sins of Anger and Envy. The 
firſt of theſe caſts a man 1nto the greateſt 
excels of Diſorder, It drives from our 


Minds all manner of Reaſon; and as 


foon as ever it {cizeth the Heart, it filleth 
it with Motions ſo violent and tempe- 
ſtuous, that ir is. very fitly termed a ſhort 
Madneſs. Fury and Brutiſhneſs are the 
two chief Branchcs that ſpring from it : 
And I think you need- but behold the 
Actions of a Man enflamed with Anger 
to acknowledge this 'Fruth ; they are fo- 
many irrefragable Proofs of it ; for if his 
Words did not {peak him a Man, there's 
no Body but would take him for ſome 
fierce Wild Beaſt. His Soul which is tofſ- 
| fed to and frowith thoſe violent and un- 
ruly Motions, doth exprels her Agjitation 


fo plain in the Features and Lineaments = 


of 
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of his Countenance, that it is no hard 
matter to know by theſe outward Chara- 
#ers what vexatious Dilorders he under- 
goes within, By {uch innocent Means as 
theſe, a Learned Man. in our time found 
what he had vainly ſearched after in all - 
the Secrets of Philoſophy ; the way todi- 
miniſh the Inclination which one of his 
Diſciples had towards this V ice, in whoſc 
vertuous. Education he was very much 
concerned. He ſhewed him in the Coun- 
tenance of a Man agitated with this Pa(- 
{ion lo great-a change, and (o vaſtly dit- 
ferent from what it: was wont to be, that 
from the Efe#s running up to the Cauſe, 
it was not difficult for him to make him 
underſtand that a Stream fo infetted muſt 
needs proceed from a poiſon'd Spring ; 
whereby he brought him to be ſoaverlſe 
from this Vice, at It even diminiſhed 
extremely the Inclination he had towards 
it. The Lacedemonians did heretofore 
uſe the like device to make Drunken- 
neſs. odious to their Children : They 
made their Slaves drink to Exceſs, and 
then they were brought before them in 
that Condition, who ſeeing them reel 
and ſtagger, and a& like Men Os 
0 
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| of their Senſes, conceived fo great a ha- 
tred for this loathſom Vice, that they 
would neyer after be reconciled to it. 
Do you, my Son, take the ſame Method 
to oppoſe and conquer that Paſliog. of 
Anger, which is a fort of Drunkennef 
thar aſſaults our Underſtanding and 
clouds our Reaſon with Fumes more dan- 
gcrous than thoſe of Wine, becauſe they 
are of a longer continuance, and the 

produce more direful Effe&ts. In a word, 
to give you an eaſic and infallible Re- 
medy againſt Anger, tho you have ne- 
ver ſo great Proyocations thereto z pra- 
Qiſe: the Advice of a great Perion- of 
this latter Age, who exhorts us to yield 
betimes to Reaſon, that which in a little 
while we cannot but vield to Time. To 
this whollom Advice add Fortitade, that 
Heroick Vertue, and the ſupport of the 
reſt, whereof Prudence is the Guide, and 
it will not be difficult for you to ſucced. 


Envy is the laſt ViceT have to mention, 
whoſe Picture I am going to draw. Of 
all Vices *tis the moſt rampant. Ir inci- 
ted Man to a Crime which being direCt- 
ed immediately againſt God and _— 

| made 
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made him fail in his Duty to one and 
Fother;z and in one Act made him com- 
mit Sacrilege and Murder, by ſtirring up 
Cain to deface the Image of God in the 


Perſon of his Brother whom he killed. 


*T is a Paſtion which after having poiſon'd 
the Mind, ſpreads alſo it's Poiſon all over 
the Body; which corrupts the whole 
Maſs of Blood, and caſterth irs Venome 
through all the Veins; which renders the 
Countenance meager, ghaſtly, hideous, and 
which notwithſtanding all Endeavours to 
= hid, doth maniteſtly expoſe it felt by 

ishguring that Perion whom it poſleſ(s- 


_ &h: And we mav very juſtly ſay, that 


if Anger is a Fire which enflames us, En- 
vy 1s one that dries us up, and carrieth 
along with it the Puniſhment of the Er- - 
viors, {eeing that neither Night nor Day 
doth it ſuffer him to take any Reſt. *I is 
like a Hecktick Fever which conſumes a 
Mans Body by degrees, and which 1s dit- 
ficulr to drive away, when through Neg- 
ligence one has ſuffer'd it to rake Root. 
The Envious Man ſtrikes diretly at God. 
He derives his greateſt Miſery from the 
juſt diſtribution God makes of his Bene- 


fits to other men. Another's CONS 
is 
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his Joy. The good Health of his Neigh- 
bour diminiſheth his own, and his Neigh- 
bour falling ſick makes him well again. 
His Draughts are then fweetef## when 
mingled © with the bitter Tears of his 
Neighbour. His private Sorrows ariſe 
from the Sartisfaftion and Content of the 
Publick. He looks upon that Gain or 
Profit that doth not help fill up bis Bags, 
to be a great loſs to himſeff; and he is 
never happy but in the miſery of thoſe 
of his Acquaintance. 'T he moderate Har- 
velt of another makes his own unaccepta- 
ble, tho it be abundant; and the greateft 
| Profperity in this World would be un- 
welcome to him, if he were forced to 
ſhare ſome part of it with his Neighbours. 
Yon may cahily perceive, my Son, that a 
Man of this Temper can have Peace 
with no body, and that generally he muſt 
be at War with God: judge thereby of 
the Tranquility of his Body and Soul. 
Others- comprehend their Unhappinels. 
within their own Calamities ; but the 
Envious, beſides their own peculiar Mis- 
fortuncs, procure to themſelves an infinite 
number from the good Fortune of others. 
Shun therefore this Vice which is ſo per- 

| nict- 
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nicious and deteſtable, that it is impoſh- 
ble for any one to be guilty of it without 
becoming both a Puniſhment to himſelt 
and his own Executioner. And be aſlu- 
red, that after it has furiouſly tormented 
in this Life thoſe who are poſleſled with 
it, in the next it will lead them into that 
Place which Divine Juſtice has ſet apart 
for all thoſe who have not a {ubmitfive 
regard to whatloeyer is ordatned by Pro- 
vIdence. 


The Deſcription I have made to you 
of theſe Vices has been ſomething longer 
than I ſhould have imagined. God grant 
the Style may be not only ſo clear as to 
EXCite in you that Hatred which you. 
ought to have againſt them, bur allo ſo 
perſuaſive as to encourage you in the 
Love and Praftice of their oppoſite Ver- 
tues. There is not any thing can be 
throughly known until it be compared 
with 1ts contrary ; it therefore you have 
apprehended the Reaſons which ſhould 
move you to hate Pride, Covetouſneſs, 
Gluttony, Sloth, Uncleanneſs, Anger, and 
Envy; you will eaſily be perſuaded for 
the Welfare of your Sou! and _ ro 

OVC 
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love Humility, a beral Frugality, Sobrie- 
ty, Diligence, Chaſtity, Moderation, and 
Charity; and to poſleſs theſe Vertues you 
muſt take your Meaſures from the Dictates 
of Prudence, Fortitude, and Temperance, 
whoſe Counlels cannot but be adyanta- 
gcous to you, it you will thereunto ac- 
quieſce. Among all the Benefits that 
you may receive from theſe. Vertues, I 
would to God, my Son, they would inſpire 
you with as much Love for Trath, as 
young People have Inclination for Lying. 
Have in Horror this Vice; and to do this 
| eaſily, remember that JESUS CHRIST 
took upon him this Quality of True, on- 
ly to {1gnifie to us rhat he loved thoſe 
who loved the Truth: And why (think 
you ) is the Devi/ termed in the Scripture 
the Father of Lies, unleſs it be to ſhew 
that a// Lyars are his Children > The love 
of this Vice is an undeniable Character 
upon all thoſe who praQiſe it through In- 
clination, (and from this Inclination ac- 
quire a Habit) that they are the Children 
of the Devil. I know very well that they 
who are willing to excuſe it, ſay, that a 
ſecret Shame which they have, to ac- 
knowledge themſclyes guilty of the Faulr 
1mpu- 
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imputed to them, doth not ſeldom drive 
themagainſt their Will into a Necellity of 
Lying. Ir is an 2/! Prefident that 4dam hath 
left to his Poſterity : But what ftghihie all 
theſe Prevarications wherewith we” dil. 
{emble the Truth? They are but like 
fo many Fig-leaves through which the 
Truth will be diſcerned in ſpight of all 
our Endeayours to the. contrary. The 
Hopes of a more regular Condu&t hereaft- 
ter doth ſomewhat comfort thoſe who are 
concerned for their preſent Indiſcretion; 
but daily Experience teacheth us, that 
when a Man has commited a Fault, and 
that he endeavours to, evade 1t with a 
Lye, he is leſs forry for being ' gnitty than 
for being ſo reputed. Ido not pretend, my 
Son, by exhorting you never to lye, to 
publiſh and declare whatever you know 


to be true ; this in many Cales wonld be 


a :great Imprudence ; vct Lying is a 
Crime in al: the beſt way to avoid it 1s 
to {peak little and live well. A Man needs 
not uſe Diſtmulation if his Condudt is 
g00d ; and he is always. f{incere in his 
Diſcoutſe that conſiders firſt what he 1s 
about to {ay, and then conſults Prudence, 
the Definition whereof will conyince you 
O 
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of it. *Tis a Habit of the Ulnderſtanding 
which preſcribes ito our Defires, means 
both honeſt and conyenient to attain a 
favourable and happy End. You may 
cafily perceive then, that how profitable 
ſoever are the Ends you propoſe to your 
ſelf in your Undercakings, the means 
cannot be honourable if you make ule of 
Deceit and Lying to compaſs them. Your 
Hatred towards this Vice will not only 
cauſe you to be more reſerved in your 
Speech, it will render you alſo more cir- 
cumſpect” in all your Aftions, and (Of 
grafting Sincerity in your Heart) will 
make you abhor DetraCtion and Ca- 
lumny, two general Plagues, whence 
{pring moſt of our I roubles, they being 
often the Cauſe of our Quarrels. Since- 
rity is always attended with Probity ; and 
one and rother are as abſolutely neceffa- 
ty in Pious Duties, as in thoſe of Society. 
You cannot be a good Chriſtian without, 
being an honeſt Man, neither can you 
be an honeſt Man 1t you are deceittul. 
Ditfhmulation is a Sacri/ege in Religion, 
and Lying 1s almoſt as great a Crime in 
Conver ſation. 


My 
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My Son, whatſoever Profeſſion you fol- 
low, let Vertue and Induſtry be your 
Guides, and not Pleaſure and Idleneſs. 
The Idle and the Voluptuous, from Men 
are transformed into Beaſts, and by a 
Metamorphoſis ſo much the more ſhametul 
as that they willingly conſent to it. My 
Son, 1t you would have your Aﬀairs luc- 
ceed, never undertake what is above 
your Capacity, nor what you do not 
throughly underſtand. Moreover, let 
the means, whereby you intend to obtain 
pour Ends, be moſt honeſt and juſt : yer 
10W juſt ſoeyer thoſe means are, and 


how exact your Knowledge in what you 
undertake, begin nothing till you have 
begged God's Bleſhng upon | way Enter- 


prizes; your Cates and Induſtry, rho ne- 
ver {o great, would be needleſs, and per- 
haps a hinderance t@fyour Afﬀairs, it this 
Bleſhng did not intervene and render 
them happy. It notwithſtanding all theſe 
Precautions, Providence is not” pleaſed 
that the Succeſs ſhould anſwer your De- 
fares, fail not however to praiſe his Holy 
Name, and fubmir to his Will with a re- 


{peAtul and implicite Faith ; aſſuring your - | 


ſelf that it had rot fo happened, it other- *

be engaged in a moderate Study, if a rea-

loſt. For this Reaſon I ſhall be fo farfrom 


| forbidding you Recreations, thar I adviſe 
'| youroule them, nevertheleſs with this re- 


© EW {traint, 
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ſtraint,to choole, as near as you can gueſs, 
{uch as are the moſt honeſt and inno- 
cent. I rake thoſe Diverſtons whereby the 
Body 1s moderately exerciſed to be the 
more proper of the two for a- Chriſtian 
and an Honeſt Man, than Gaming, which 
depends upon much Hazard. But as in 
this Caſe, Choice depends upon Inclina- 
tion, you would do well to make yours 
(as much as you can) ſubſervient to your 
Duty, which will put you in mind thar, 
kerithe Game be what it will, you ought 
to be very. careful in this Occaſion, not 
ro render Principal what ſhould be but 
Acceſlary. Let your Game therefore be 
a delightful Recreation, and not a vex- 
atious Trouble, ſuch as might be occaſ1- 
oned by a- great Loſs, it you hazard 
atny conſiderable Sums. Never pur 1t to 


the venture to quit that with-a Grudge | 


which you began for your _Divyerſ1on ; 
and this cannot be, if you play but for 
Play-ſake, that is, it pou play but for a 
Small matter, and with' the intent only 
to refreſh your Spirits, which 'an Exceſs 
of-Buiſineſs and Study had tyred : How- 
ever let the Sun be never {o inconftde- 


rable for which you play, take hore! it 
c 
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be with ſuch as you know, that they may 
not firſt Cheat, and then Deride you. 


Ignorance and Preſumption have poſlel- 
{ed the World almoſt from the Creation: 
Avoid both with Care. Seek therefore 
my Son , to be inſtructed, and be nor: 
aſhamed to ask the - Council of thole: 
who know more than your ſelf. Be-al-- 
ways miſtruſttul of your own Parts, and 
never take it ill from thoſe who give you 
their Advice, but rather receive it with 
all imaginable Sweetneſs and Reſpect, 
referving. only to your ſelf the Freedom 
of following it, it you find it-conſonatto 
Reaſon and Prudence. 


Love Reading; 'tis that which frengeh- 
ens the Judgment, enriches the Memory, 


and enlgthens every Day-: more / and -_ - 


more the Under/tanding. *T'is that whicts 
will teach us -to expreſs our ſelves ina; 
Style ſublime, tho both Smooth and 
Charming : ſo that we may fay, *tis that: 
alone procures us all the. - Advantages 
neceſſary,” either in Meditation or Cons: 
verſe. Yet do not read only to be ren- 
der'd more knowing, read chiefly/to be- 
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come better; and to that End make 
choice of good Books , applying . your | 
{elt moſt commonly to {ſuch as treat of 
Piety, 1n the reading whereof, fer before 
you the Example of the Bee, which ga- 
there the ſweet Dew out of Flowers to 
make Honey in it's due Seaſon. Now 
ro profit by this Example, obſcrve that 
when you read, (whether they be Books 
of Devotion, Morality or Hiftory) you do 
not neglect the reducing under Heads in 
a Common-place, the excellent Notes 
and Obſervations that you will collect: 
that will eaſe very much your Memory, 
and in many occaſions will ſave you the 
trouble (which muſt otherwiſe lie upon 
you) of {carching after Expreſſhons,where- 
of you may ſtand in Need. 


Do not imploy your Time in reading |} 
Romances : T hey only heat the Imagina- 
tion, and not. nouriſh the Underſtand- 
ing; for altho they repreſent Vertues in 


__, their higheſt Degree, nevertheleſs there 


lies a great deal of Yenome hid under 
thole lovely Flowers, eſpecially for 
young People. You will do well to ler 
alone the Reading of ſuch Books, which 

Y , arc 
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are Snares ſo much the more difficult ro 
avoid, as being in appearence not dange- 
rous, tho in rea/ty they are much. 


Take fpecial heed, my Son, that the 
delire of Riches doth not force you up- 
on evil Means to obtain them, nor excite 
you to ACtions Mercinary, Baſe and 
Unjuſt. V/e not divers Weights , and 
drwvers Meaſures; both of them are alike 
Abomination to the Lord. Better is a Little 


with Righteouſneſs, then great Revenues. 
without Right. And remember, that God- 


{yneſs with Contentment is great Gain. 


Shun. 4m##tion, tho ſome only call it 
an Errour of great Minds. I always con- 
{1der'd it as proceeding from Minds vain 
and defeftive. *T'is a Monſter moſt unſa- 
tiable, whoſe Deſigns are without Limits 
as well as his Hopes, and how ſucceſsful 
ſocver is the Ambitious in his Enter- 
prizes, the Succeſs doth rarher puft up 
his Deſires than content them. His Ad- 
vancement to an eminent Employment 
which he expected, diſcovers to him ano- 
ther more Eminent , without which his 
Happineſs ſeems to be impertect. As 
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faſt as his Honour and Grandure ercrea- 
ſes, his Hopes and Pretentions mutiply : 


'Thewhole World can ſcarce ſatisfie him : 


Like Pompey, he will have no Equal, 
much leſs can he endure'a Superiour. . 
His Life pafleth in a perpetual Hurry of 


Body and: Mind. Tranquility and Re- 


poſe are Terre incognite to him; and it 


often happens, that the Care he has been 


at to place himſelf ſo high, ſerves to ren- 
der his faf/ the more irrecoverable. Come 
not therefore near a Road lo dangerous, 
where inſtead of repoſing your felt you 
will find nothing but re or Precipices, 
If any one ſpread an ill Report of you, 
and that it comes to your knowledge, ex- 
amine it 7mpartially; and it you find 
your {elf guilry of that which is imputed 
to you, mend, and be-thankful to him 
who did you this good Office. If you 


are blamed wrongfully ſhew no Anger or 
 Diſplcaſure ; for Experience makes it 


manifeſt ro us daily, that the Contempt 


gof Ca/umny makes it die, whereas nothing 


but a Reſentment can keep it alive. 
A learned Man-of theſe Times ſaid,that 


all Vertheswere ſwallowed up in Intereſt, 
' Ike theRiyers in the Sea.  Ayoid, my Sor, 


this 
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this //jþ Humor , which aiming fo 
much ar our own Advantage, makes us 
forget what in Juſtice 1s due to othets. 


Accommodate your Intereſt to Realon, . 


and to that Law of Nature, which was 
an ancient Maxim among Pagans ; Do 
not to others, what you would not that they 
frould do unto you ; or rather to © this 
Chriſtian Dottrine, do as you would be 
done by. 

Be careful not to take Exceptions; of 
a Trifle do not make a Buſineſs of Mo- 
ment, no more then of a Buſineſs of Mo- 
ment a Trifle. Labour to be in Peace 
with: all Mens; and rather relinquiſh 
ſomething of your Right, than to enter 
into a Conteſt with any one. What ano- 
ther in this Caſe would call, parting with 
his Poſſeſſims to ſatiate the Greedineſs of 
hs Neighbour, do you conſider-as an In- 
{trument to conſerve the T ranquility of 
your Mind, and the Repole of your 
Body, which you ought to cſteem be- 
yond all Wealth and Pofleſlions, 

Never pur off to a Future Time, 
that which you can do at the Preſent. 
Dorevery thing in-Order, avoiding all 
Confuſion, and ler this Order be ſeen as 
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well-in your Clothes, as in your Books; 
as well in your ſmallcſt Papers, as tn - 
your molt conſiderable Afﬀairs. 
Regulate your Expences by your E- 
ſtare, and if that Eſtate will permit, do not 
deny your felt any thing that is. Firting, 
but havea Care you delight not in what 
is Syuperflyuons, leſt infenlibly you become 
unable to provide for your elf things 
abſolutely Neceſſary. > 
Alrho the Neceſlity of Clothing. was 
one Conſequence of the farlt Sin of Adam, 
there are not a few Perſons that make it 
one of the chief Subjeas of their Vani- 
ty, and one of the moſt painful Cares of 
their Life, Garments, which are only 
to. preſerve our Bodies from the injury of 
Weather, and which for this Reaſon 
onght to be ordain'd to no other Ule, 
are leaſt of all for that Ute among thoſe 
fort of People: They Fave them to fati{- 
he their immoderate Defires, as well as 
to ſhelter their Bodies from the Intempe- 
rance of the Seaſons. This is a Weak- 
neſg, in either Sex, and *tis Intolerable in 
both; however, 'tis much more to be con- 
demin'd in Men then in Women, be- 


cauſe moſt Women making their Merit 
conlilt 
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conſiſt in an exteriour Comelineſs, you 
need not wonder if they ſeek ro make 
themſelves prized by the Magnificence 
of their Habits, and by the Beauty and 
Excellency of their Trimmings', where- 
as Men, who ought to be more reaſona- 
ble, ſhould deſpite (as below them) theſe 
vile ſordid Means to make themſelves 
be taken notice of ; and only render / 
themſelves conſiderable by Vertue, and 
their Excellent Bualfications. To this I 
muſt exhort you with all earneſtnels ; 
however, in the Order you obſerve for 
your Apparel, I would with you to ad- 
vile with your own Eſtate, ro conſ1der 
what is decent, and chiefly to have re- / 
gard to what is moſt reaſonable. If you 
do this your Habit will be always far- 
theſt from Extremes; you will be neat 
and not afteted, wel/Clothed and. not exX- 
travagant. 

Be neither the fr nor the /aft in fol- 
lowing. the Mode ; roo much Compli- 
ance with all Fafbions is ridiculous, as 
on the other {ide roo-be always thwart- 
ing the Mode, is to- be obſtinate and 
Fantaſtical. - Shun alike both- theſe ex- 
tremes.,. and by obſerving a Mean, let 
D5 Peopte 
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People rather applaud your Modeſty than 


condemn your Conceitednels. Be cſteem- 
ed rather tor your perſonal Qualifications, 
than for your external Ornaments ; in 
a Word, be more diligent in beautify- 
ing your S047 with good Qualities, than 
in adorning your Body with rich Ap- 


Whatſoeyer you ſpeak, or whatſoever 
you write, let 'it* be in Words few but 


comprehenſive, ſo that much may be 


contained in a little ; yet not withſtand- 
ing you have free, ſmooth, and graceful 
Expreſſions in your Diſcourſe, let it be a 
Pleaſure to you when you are in Com- 
pany to hearken attentively to their. Dil- 
courſe, and to anſwer them appoſitely 
and to the purpoſe, that you may gain 
their good Will and Aﬀedion : There- 
tore remember. this, that Converſation 
1s not like a Monarchical Government, 
where one has only a right to ſpeak; bur 
rather a kind of Democracy, where each 
Member has a Freedom of declaring 
their Minds in their turn. 
Setrecy 1s the Soul of-a Deſign, and 
not ſeldom the ſole occaſion of it's Succels: 
'The more important are your eT'- 
L12C 
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the greater ought. your Care'to be 11 
concealing them from others; yet if 
they are never ſo inconfiderable, *cis beſt 
to make no-Body acquainted with them. 
Without this Precaution, me thinks you 
ſhould be afraid leſt it happert as it doth 
ofren to Mines,” whoſe EffeQts rernunate 
but in Smoak when once they ''have'ta- 
ken Wind. | 

Fly from Jdleneſs ; *tis a ſort of Spiri-. 
tual Lethargy, ſo much the more darige- 
rous, as thatthe End of-itis generally:the 
Beginning of 1ome Diſorder. Man was 
created to be always ating ; and”ot' nct 
cellity he muſt always be'cemployed ;; 
therefore it this Actions are nor” good, 
they- infallibly tend to Evil : And '1dle- 


neſs has this 'Reſemblance with Standing |_ j 


IF ater's; thatif theſe breed: Serperits other 
breeds Vices:;.- hulk 197 19740 
There are many People 'who are: ex- 
treme cager-.to. know what is \done :in-- 
their Neighbours Houſe, and at the ſame- 
time are ignorant” of-- moſt things' that: 
happen! in their _owh. This -Curiofity 
has always ſeem'd to me to be piryful 
and” baſe,- and unworthy 'of 'an- honeft 
Man- : T hercfore to avoid it , cop{ider 
. | With. 
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with your ſelf that he into whoſe affairs 
you are prying is ether a Friend, or elſe 
Is- indifferent to you : If he is indifferent, - 
what- ſatisfation can you propoſe by 
knowing what he aims at > And if he 1s 
your Friend, why would you ſearch into 
a Secret , which his Silence f1gnifies he 
has a Mind to keep from you 

It belongs only to Kings to fay that he 
who cannot diſlemble knows not how to 
reign, Diſumulation, tho ſometimes a 
Vertue in a Soverain Prince, 1s always a 
Vice in the Subje#. Yct there are ſome 
Gaſes wherein it is a part of Prudenee not 
to publiſh and make known all we think. 
But upon {uch like Occaftons as theſe, 
befo much reſerved.that by your {peaking 
you may. not be taxed with Indifcretion, 
nor by your Silence with Difimulation. 

When you happen inte Company 
where there are fome that you don't 
know, be careful not to fall into that 
vulgar Errour. of paſhng your Judgment. 
npon the Merit of Perſons by their 
rich Clothes, or the fine Style of their 
Diſcourſe. Theſe Appearances are 
very doubtful, and it is ofren mani- 
felted by Expericnce, that thoſe a 
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ſons are not the moſt worthy becauſe 
they are the belt clothed , nor are the 
molt Vertuous always the moſt eloquent: 
Therefore, my Sor, in ſuch a Cate let 
not your Mind be anticipated ; let your 
pognent decide nothing without your 

nowledge, and be {ure yon Penetrate 
beyond the outward Parts of a Man bc- 
tore you jugde well or 411 of him. 

Flattery is the ſame te the Mind as 
Poiſon is to the Body, with this only difte- 
rence,that all People hate Poiſon, yet they 
all ive Flattery. The paſhonate Love that 
every one bears toward it, 1s a. ſort of 
Leproſie which has inf:&ed all the Earth. 
You fhall find it in Shepherds poor Cot- 
rages as well as in the Palaces of Kings. 
' Lis true it reigns among Kings and Prin- 
ces with more Oftentation -then among, 
the People, which produceth Events o 
much the more pernicious, according to 
the Power of that Perſon-whom it affects. 
Proſperity is the Mother of Flattery as 
Intereſt is the {ole Obje&t of- Flattcrers ; 
and for this Realon alone there are more 
inthe Courts of Princes than among pri- 
vate Families, who yet are not wholly 
cxempr, the moſt milſcrable of all Men 
| | baving 
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having at leaſt ove who keeps hin com- 
pany all his Lite-time;and who becomes 
fo Familiar to him, that inſen{ibly he 
uſhers 1n all forreign Flaterrers. My Son, 
I find that you eagerly expect to know 
the Name of this Flatterer; I will tell it 
you then: *T's Se/f-lave ; who introduces 
all our Errours, who corrupts our Judg- 
ment, darkens our Underſtanding ; and 
laſtly disfigyres Truth fo ſtrangely that 
it is impothble for us to know her. Let 
therefore this Deſcription I haye given 
you of the Effes produced by Fattery, 
cauſe in you a; miſtreft as well of the 
Domeltick as the Forreign Flatterrer; let 
this toreknowledg of them break all their 
Meaſures, and 'thereby prelerve you 
from being enchanted with tholepoilorn'd 
tweets which being once -inſtilP.d into 
you, will infallibly carry t's Venom to 
your very Heart. 

I am now, my $97, come to an Article- 
delicate, important, and d;ffcult to han- 
dle, which I would not willingly omir, 
that it might not be ſaid I had' pafled 
overnn Silence any thing that could con- 
tribute to 'your Inſtruction. *1 is then 
concerning, how you mult carry your 


elf, 
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ſelf, if in unlucky and unexpected diffe- 
rences you are obliger to declare your 
ſelt of any Party. If I went about to 


treat of this one Point to it's greatclt Ex- 


tent, it would require a Volume much 
larger than the whole Treatiſe I deſign 
for you.. which is contrary to the Purpoſe 
I intended, of rendring you rather an 
Honeſt than a Learned Man. *Tis 
enough for you to obſerve theſe two or 
three Rules which I am going. to: give 
you. The Differences of this Nature are 
either: publick or private; of which ſott 
ſoever they are, *tis belt for you- not to 
meddle 1f you can chooſe, unleſs you {ce 
apparently that you can be ſo happy as 
to contribute towards a Re-union. ; But 
it you cannot-pothibly ſtand Neuter, and 
that an. unavoidable Necellity ot}igerh 
you to fide with a Party ; in that Cale I 
earneftly exhort you to take this Coun- 
ſe] I now give you. If the Buſineſs, in 
queſtion be publick, arid that the Prince's 
Tntereit 1s concerned; adhere immediater 
ly without any manner: of Scruple tous 
Party. You preſerve:God's Right in,de- 
tending the Jawtul Authority of Kings, 
who are hi Vicegerents; and the Holy 
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Gho# has ſo interwoven the Intereſts of 
thoſe that reign with the Intereſts of him 
by whom they reign, that he ſaith, Yho- 
foever refiteth Power reſiſteth God. It 1s 
far better to dye for your Prince, than by 
ufurping zo reign in his Place. 'In this 
Caſe fail not ra follow your Duty, without 
reflecting in the leaſt upon what would 
be moſt tor your Advantage ; and venture 
all that vou have in the World, it there 
is any: Probability that it will produce 
advantageous EfteAs for the Royal Inte- 
reft. But it on the other fide it is only 
a private Grudge or Animoſty between 
fome few; before you declare your felf 
for either Parry, conſider impartially 
whoſe Cauſe is moſt juſt : which-you may 
eaſily perceive ; for without any doubt 
the Right is on their Side with whom 
the greateft Number of Perſons of Ho- 
nour, Integrity, and Diſcretion take parr. 
Eſpoule therefore that Caule : neverthe- 


| Teſs keep within the Bonnds of Moderati- 


on, and be not roo forward in meddling 
with their Afﬀeairs, - eſpecially. when they 
proceed to Heat and Violence, and have 
no Hand in anv Dilorders or injurious 


Attempts, which they  might- poſhbly 
| | | COIN- 
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commit: But rather labour all you can 
to mcilifie thole paſſionate and turbulent 
Spirits, to allay their Heats, and to re- 
duce them to {uch a Temper of Mind as 
might prevent the evil Conſequences 
which would infallibly follow from their 
Diſ-union with the oppoſite Party. Iam 
{cn{tble that neither your Birth nor Me- 
rit can make a Party any whit the more 
con{iderable, but as Accidents may - oc- 
cur whercin we ſhall be conſtrained ( of 
what Quality {oeyer we are) to. declare 
our Intentions tho never ſo much againſt 


our Will: I chought in ſuch a Rencoun- 


ter theſe Inftrutions would be nor a lit- 
tle neceſlary. 

'One of the moſt pleaſing Satisfaftions 
that we canchave in this World is to be 


in good Eſteem and Reputation with 


thoſe of our- Acquaintance. This is all 
we can aim at; for therein is Honowr, 
__ and Pleaſure. | 

e difcreet and fincere in all -yaur 
Words, honeſt and prudent in all your 
Actions, obliging and affable in all your 
Behaviour. Never conſtrue ill what 
others ſay or do, unlcfs rhey come robe 

publickly ſo cenſur'd. 
Take 
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Take great heed of being revengetul. 
Revenge pierceth and teareth the _Hearr 
that is filled therewith. TT he Grounds 
that make you deſire Revenge are cither 
juſt or injuſt ; 'if injuſt, then you are in- 
juſt ro deſire it; and if juſt, then by en- 
deavouring to revenye your {elf you be- 
come 1ulſt ; for you encroach upon the 
Prerogative of the King of Heaven, who 
bath ſaid, Vengeance 7s mine. 

To avoid Perjxry or falſe Swearing, 
which amongl(t Men is {candalous, and 
abominable in the fight of God; I adviſe 
you to {wear not at all. If you once get 
a Habit of ſpeaking always ruth. every 
one will eaſily believe you; without any 
need of affirming it with an Oatn. 

Among all Vices, there. is none more 
baſe and yet- more ordinary than Ingra- 
titude; this is the general Opinion and 
Complaint of the World : and if all 
thoſe who thus complain were free from 
it, no body would uſe it; for every one 
complains thereof. The Ancients by a 
{ſpecial Myſtcry have limited the Graces 
to the number of three, to intimate, that 
it one of them had received a good I urn 
from the other, the third was to return it 
to 
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to her. Make hereof a Law to your {elt) 
and an urgent Endeavour to follow this 
 Leffon, and never to be ungratctul for 
any, at leaſt conſiderable, Benefit recei- 
ved. - 
If you intend my SatisfaCtion, or your 
own Quiet, be carctul never to become 
Surety tor any Man, for any Caute what- 
loeyer. If your Friend hath need of you, 
ſerve him with your Phrſe and Advice, 
w:th all your Power and Intereſt ;* bur 
keep your Liberty, and engage for no 
Man. It you have a mind to help a 
Friend in neceſſity, and that you are well 
able to do. it, do it quickly ;. but if you 
are not well able, why will you bind your 
{elf to do it hereafter, when perhaps you 
ſhall be leſs able > Therefore be not bound 
for any unleſs you care not to be rid of - 
your Money, your Dniet, and your Friend. 
In other things, my Son, I have been con- 
rented to advile you, to exhort and per- 
{wade you; but herein I make uſe of all 
Authority which the Quality of Father 
gives me, and do abſolutely forbid this 
thing. Take heed of refuſing my Com- 
mand, as you will avoid the Puniſhment 
which your Diſobedience ſhall juſtly de- 
ſerve. Per- 
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Perhaps this may ſeem - ſomewhat 
ſtrange and hard to many Men; yet it 
1s drawn from the Advice of a Great 
King, who was the wiſeſt Man in the 
World, 22 Chap. of Proy. Be not thou one 
of them that ſtrike Hands, or of them that 
are Sureties for Debts: Tf thou hait nothing 
to pay he may lawfully take thy Red from 
under thee. My” Son, by. his Opinion I 
can juſtifie the Severity and Unkindnels 
that ſome would impute to mine for ab- 
ſolutely forbidding you to become Sure- 
.ty for any Man. 

| You depart hence, ſufficiently ground- 
ed in the Iruth of our Religion, being 
able to render a Reaſon of the Hope that 
is in you to all that ſhall ask it; which I 
would have you do upon aJl Occaſions 
with Reſpect and Reverence, as St. Peter 
eXhorts; yet following the Advice of 
St. Paul, avoid always all Diſputcs abour 
Religion, for. that rather makes more 
averſe than perſwades; and the earneſt 
deltre of contuting, or the fear of being 
vanquiſhed , tranſports very moderate 
Men ſometimcs to dangerous Extremities: 
Hercby Charity is almoſt always wound- 
ed, and Trath never cared, which makes 
appear 


fo his Son, 69 


appear that it may well be ſaid at this 
time of Controverſies, 'what the Apoi/e 
ſaid heretofore of Fables and Genealogies, 
which are endleſs; that they beget rather 
vain and curious Queſtions than Godly Edi- 
fication, which conliſts in the true Faith 
the Foundation of Chriſtian Vertues, as 
Charity is the Perfe#ion, and Hope the 
Crown-thereot : Whereot the firſt hath 
none bur God for irs Objeft, the laſt 
aims only at our Setves, and the middle- 
moſt contains our Duty to God, to our 
Setves, and to our Neighbour; tor by 
Charity we learn all the Duties of a 
Spiritual Life, as allo of a Corporeal, 
which the Apoſtle St. Paul preferreth be- 
fore the other two Chriſtian Vertues, 
where he ſaith, that there abideth Faith, 
Hope, and Cnarity, theſe three; but the 
greateſt of theſe is Charity. God is Love, 
and he that dwelleth in Love, dwelleth in 
God, and God m him, The other Ver- 
tues draw vs nearer unto God, but this 
renders us like unto him in fome man- 
ner, ſecing that he accounts it one of his 
chiefeſt Arrribures, that of Charity; which 
is alſo the inexhauſtible Spring of all the 
Bencfits he beſtows upon Man : So thar, 


my 
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my Son, as often as you are charitable, 
you will imitate God in one of his moſt 
frequent Actions, who is never weary of 
doing good to us, tho we are {o unwor- 
thy of it. Do good therefore to all, eſpecial- 
ly to thoſe whoare of the Houſhold of Faith : 
Yet make not that a Pretext to with- 
hold your Charity from all thoſe who 
are not of the ſame Communion with 
you. All Men are your Brothers in God ; 
which Quality alone ſhould ſuffice to en- 
'gage you to help them in their Need, 
ro comfort them in their AfMictions, and 
chiefly to ler your Aſhſtance be as ſpee- 
dy and effeftual as their Neceflities are 
urgent. This will be an infallible Means 
to draw the B/eſſprgs of Heaven upon your 
Soul, your Perſon, and your Ations. He 
that grveth to the Poor lendeth to the Lord : 
But whoſo ſtoppeth. his Ears at the Cry of 
the Poor, he (hall alſo cry himſelf, but ſhalt 
not be heard, ſaith Solomon. You may 
therefore {ce what is generally the Fruits 
of Charity : However, let not Self-intereſt 
be the Motive which inclines you to be 
charitable ; this Vertue would thereby 
loſe its excellent Quality ; and you might 
expect in yain the Eftefs of it, if you 
pLIc- 
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pretend to make a Bargain with God A/- 
mighty. *T's in Charity that all Chriſti- 
an Vertues terminate, and it ſhall be 
with the Deſcription of this Divine Qua- 

lity that” I will end this Chapter, which 
contains the Inſtructions that I was to 
give you about Per/ona! Duties, after 
which there only remains, that I ſhould 
ſay a Word or two concerning Civil 
Duties. 


Of Civil Duties. 


Pb, my Son, I have repreſented 
unto you your Duty to God; as al- 
{o what you owe to your ſe/f for his ſake, 
ſeeing that in him we live, and move, and 
have our Being ; and thatall our Thoughts, . 
Words, and Actions ought to tend to- 
wards God, as to their Center. It is now 
time I ſhould make you confſ1der what 
you owe to Mankind, to whom you are 
faſten'd with the Bonds of a Ciyil Sq- 
city. | 

For I would not have you imagine, 
that you was born for your ſelf alone, 
there lieth an Obligation upon you of 
being 
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being a Help to your Neighbour. Solj- 


tarine(s 15 not natural to Man, nay. *is 
even contrary to the Will and Delign of 
the Creator, who placd him in the 
Woarld for Society-ſake. Reaſon was gi- 
ven him tono other Purpoſe but to make 
uſe of it. He has Vertues; he ought to 
pur them in praCtice : Which he cannor 
do bur with thoſe of his own kind, 

and in a civil Converſe. In this Con- 

verſe, I would have you uſe the ſubt/ety 

of the Serpent, and yet att with the finr- 

plicity of the Dove. Be juſt and lincere, 

and have always in your Mind this ex- 

cclient Law of Nature which I cited once 

before 3 Do not to others, what yqu would 

not that others ſhould do to you. This 

Law is not onely a DiQtate of Nature, 

-and receiy'd generally throughout the 

Univerſe ; but God. himſelf makes it a 

part of his Law, when he commands us 

to love our Neighbour as our ſelt. 


My Son, obſerve this, that God doth 


command you not onely to /ave your 
Neighbour, but to love him as your 
jeff, that is to ſay, as heartily, as ſin- 
cerely, and with an AﬀeCtion as ardent 
as is poſlible. This Obligation ( as you 
may 
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may fee) is of a great Extent ; but the 
Goodnels of God-extends much farther: 
he relinquiſheth part of 41s Right tor our 
ſakes; for tho he has required our Aﬀe- 
ftion entire.to himlſelt, yet he looketh 
that Obligation, and is willing we ſhould 
have for one another part of that which 
he had demanded trom us, and retain'd 
wholly for himſelf. Here he ceaſeth his 
Fealoufie, nc that takes upon him {o of- 
ten the Name of Jeans, and through 
an Exceſs of Love which he bears towards 
us, he 1s lo far from being angry that our 
Neighbour has a ſhare in our Aﬀection, 
that he commands it, and 1s. well pleagd 
to create him{clf Kiva/s upon this Account. 
Man is not ſen{1le enough of this Geod- 
nels which 1s infinite, (as well as the El- 
lence from whence 1t proceeds, ) for ofthe 
three kinds of Aﬀections preſcribed to us 
by the Law of God, Man for the moſt 
part maintains that which has a Relation 
to himſelf, raking no Notice of the orher 
two, and by an Exceſs of Sclt-love he fails 
in that which is cue to God and his Neigh- 
| bour, by which Vice he becomes in this 
World a Compbce with the Devil, and 
therctore cannot but CRHEN to ſhare "_ 

| : Tor 
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him his Puniſhment in the next : There- 
fore to avoid this, love others as much as 
you would have them love you. To 
this Duty you ought to apply your ſelf 
very much, as well tor your Advantage 
as to render your Lite ſweet and pleaſant. 
VWho ſpeaks Love, ſpeaks Service, Eſteem, 
Honour, in a Word, ipeaks a// obliging 
Condeſcenſions, which Mans Heart al- 
ways inſpires tor thoſe Perſons that arc 
dear to him. My Son, all Men ſhould be 
dear to you, and he wholc Houſe touch- 
eth yours is not more your *'e:ghbour than 
he that dwelleth in another Country. Be 
officious towards a//: Loſe no Opportu- 
nity of {ſerving any one. Add to the 
Courteſtcs you beſtow, a Way altogether 
obliging 1n beſtowing them, which en- 
creaſeth their Merit; and rhough the 
Perſon be never fo much unknown to you 
that demands _ thing, 1t you are not 
1n a Capacity 0 ſatisfiing him, do not 
encreaſe his Diſce _ occaſion'd b y your 
Refuſal, with harſh and -unkind Lan- 


guage; but rather 0iminiſh þ I roubi, 


by that which you ſhould expreſs in not 
bein catable to content him. This Con- 
duct will not only gain Eſteem, but alſo 


age" 
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a general Love and Afﬀettion whereſocver 
you happen to be. 

Great Perſons are to us as the Flame or 
Candles arc to Flies, We mult have a 
great care of approaching them too fami- 
liarly, leſt we run in danger of burning 
our {elyes. There is nothing ſo alluring 
(and ver lo tull of Deccit) as their pom- 
pous Equipage and their {plendid Enter- 
cainments. My Son, be not dazled with 
it; and whether they derive their Great- 
nels from their Birth, or from their For- 
tune, let only their Vertne and Perſonal 
Merits guide thoſe Scntiments of Reſpet 
and Veneration which you think is owing 
them. Among lcveral Reaſons which 
periwade me to give you this Advice, I 
will here lay down /ome of the moſt :»:- 
portant, 

Firſt of all, conſider this as a Truth, 
that although among. Great Perſons there 
may be found ſome, whole Inclinations 
and ConduZt anſirer exattlyto their Cha- 
racter, the Number is infinitely the great- 
er that derogates from it. Remember that 
they are for the moſt part like the Trees 
in Forreſts, which ſometimes yield Shade, 
but-very rarely any Fruit ; unleſs it be 
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like thoſe Trees nearthe Dead Sea in the 
Holy Land, which proftcr very fair Ap- 
74es-to Patlengers, but within 1ide are 
nothing but Dui and Tottenneſs. Al- 
moſt all the Great ones entice us aſter 
the ſame manner, oblige and gain us 
with large Promiſes, and by an exccis of 
Civility, whereby we are too often caught; 
and never undeceiv'd, till an unhappy 
Experience in. our Neccliities convinceth 
us how little Reaſon we have to relve 
upon the Hopes or Expectations of what 
they promiſe. , Beltdes, it you ſhould be 
jo fortunate as to be tavourd by ſome 
Great Perſon, (which will {carce happen 
unleſs his own Intereſt forceth him to it) 
ina {malltime you will begin to perceive, 
that his Friendſhip has not only the falſe 
glittering of Glaſs, but allo it's Brittleneſs; 
tor- gencrally the /eait Overſight makes 
them forget the greatei# Service: There- 
forc, if you wili be perſuaded by me, 
make no Addreflcs to Great Per/5ns or {o 
much as come at them, unleſs you are 
obliged to it by a Duty not to be diſ- 
pens d with. 

Behave vour {cif with great ReſpeC&t 
rowards your Supcriours, with civill 
Com- 
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Compliance among your equals, and 
always courtcouſly rowards your In- 
kcriours. 

Take heed how you ſpeak ill of any 
one, eſpecizlly in: his Abſence 2 tahcre is 
nothing more unworthv of a Man of 
Honour ; and you will be fo far from 
living in Peace with others, (which 1s 
the chief end of Society, ) that of Ne- 
celliry you will be at odds with all. It 
you have ptiyately percety'd the vicious 
Icnclinations of any Perfon of your Ac- 
quaintance, do not Publ, but rather 
forget them, after you have done your 
utmoſt Endeayour to cre him. of his 
Fau)rs. p | 

One of the molt conſiderable Services 
that wz can render to a Neighbour is, 
to mike him perceive the Erroars of his 
Condit : And to do this fuccelstally, fo 
that he may ſee *tis. the Advice of a

Never praile to an Exceſs thoſe of 
whom you ſpeak, eſpecially if they are 
preſent, for altho *tis but what they de- 
ſerve, yer in their very Opinion you 
will be eſteem'd a Flatterer, fuſpeCting 
that the Intent of ſuch excefiive Com- 
mendations is more to exhibir the Ele- 
gancy of your 1/:t, than to maniteſt rhe 
Greatneſs of their Merit. 

Civility and Comt/aiſance are the Spi- 
rits that keep up Society , whoſoever 1s 
void of theſe 1s a trouble to all the World; 
whereas he that can make ule of them 
opportunely, may bo/dly flatter himſelt 
that his Company will be unacceptable 

LO 
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to none. However, lct Reaſon rule your 
Com, laiſance ; let it not condeſcend to 
what is criminal, nor yet to what 1s baſe. 
Stubbornneſs is not only a deadly Enemy 
ro Complaiſance, but it Allo aQts for the 
moſt part contrary to Reaſon ana Sence. 
A Perſon that is {tubborn can never be 
lo happy as to comply with others, where- 
by he falls into the Misfortune of being 
ſhun'd by all company. and at laſt be- 
comes a Burden to himſelf. Endeavour 
therefore to be complaiſant with Pru- 
dence, and firm in your Reſolutions 
with Juſtice. 

Feer No bedy, it you would not run the 
Hazard of being jeer'd in your turn, and 
rendering that Perſon whom you jeer, 
your Enemy : Not but that innocent jeſt- 
ing may be lawfully uſed in Converſa- 
tion ; but the Abuſe of it doth not ſeldom 
produce Quarrels and Animoſities, which 
r00 often cool the moſt tervent AﬀeCti- 
ons ; and rarely do we ſee Raillery 
carry'd on without fome ſharp, and 
ſtinging Expreſhons. 

Never put off till to morrow what you- 
can do to day. Be exatt towards all 
Men, and in all things, but principally 
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In paying your Debts. Obſerve your 
mcaſures ſo rightly, that the Preſence of 
your Creditors may not be tedious to 
you ; and be always more ready to pct-

they to ask it of you. In the mean time 
do not you exat# with the utmolt Seve- 
rity what is due to you : This would be 
contrary to the Religion oft JESUS 
CHRIST, 2s allo not conſiſtent with 
that Civility and Condeſcenſion which we 
ow to one another, 

How deform'd ſoeyer any Perſon may 
be in his Body, be ſure that you bave a 
great Care not to make ir a Subjett of 
Derifon and Laughter ; but rather render 
thanks to God, that he has bin pleasd to 
favour you more then him. *Tis out of 
his pure goodneſs that he has given vou 
all thoſe Advantages of Body and Mind 
which you poſlels; Why then ſhould 
you boaſt of what has bin given you 
undeſervedly > The more you have re- 
ceived , the more you have to an{wcr 
for.

I do confeis. 'tis- of-all things the moſt 
terrible, eſpecially it we behold it in our 
i#/orldly Thoughts; for then it is more pro- 
per to precipitate us into Deſpair than to 
inſpire us with the Love of Vertue and 
Piety. Burt it is far from being fo full of 
Terrour to thoſe who behold it with the 
Eye: of Faith. This Dtyine Vertue, which 
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is2 truc Character of a Chriſtian, makes 
Death appear to us already conquer d and 
dilarm'd by the Second Adam, and lent 
by him himſelf, 'as a welcome Meflen- 
g:r to open our Priſons upon Earth, and 
introduce us into a Celeſtial and Glori- 
ous Liberty. *Tis true, in a State ſo cor- 
rupt and imperfect wherein we now are, 
[ believe it is a hard matter for the moſt 
Regenerate tro ſuffer the Approaches of 
Death without ſome kind of Fear. Bur 
if once you can force your Weaknels to- 
adinit of a Familiarity with Death; be- 
f1des the Joy and Comfort you will reap 
trom thence, it will change that familiar 
Habitude into a {econd Nature; and then; 
in{tead of thoſe vicious and corrupt Incli- 
nations wherein you are born according, 
to the Fleſ1, it will inſpire {uch as arc 
truly vertuous, which will be the Signs as 
well as the Eftects of your Spiritual Rege- 
neration.
